Teens are ignoring the club­ 
house

offer. And they may be right. 
The clubhouse was opened 
last September for its 200 mem­ 
bers in Wood Dale and Ben­ 


senville, most of them students 
at Fenton High School. 
The club, operated by the 
G r e a t e r Bensenville Youth 
Council, has failed to attract 
teens. Few use its facilities 
though they paid a yearly mem­ 
bership fee cif $5. 
“WE MAY have to consider 
giving it up,” said Mrs. Mildred 
Richter, president of the adult

M a r i j u a n a and LSD are 
frequently listed as the most 
serious 
of 
the 
illicit 
drugs 
recently unearthed by police in­ 
vestigation 
throughout 
the 
Northwest suburbs, but accord­ 
ing to police, they are only part 
of the problem. 
While it has been rumored 
that the most vicious narcotics, 
including heroin, can be pur­ 
chased in some local commu­ 
nities, there are lesser kicks 
available for smaller appetites. 


MARIJUANA, LSD and other 
assorted narcotics can be pur­ 
chased illegally for prices rang­ 
ing between $5 and $15, but 
drug users can enter the world 
of pills at little or no cost. 
Usually 
exploration 
of 
the 
family 
medicine 
cabinet 
can 
produce a wide variety of drugs 
that, in overdose, can lead to 
euphoria. 
The 
names 
are 
frequently 
long and difficult to pronounce; 
thus a host of nicknames is ap­ 
plied: 
—Large Yellow Jackets are 
Sodium Phenobarbital, a barb­ 
ulate served up in yellow cap­ 
sules. 
—Small Yellow Jackets are 


Sodium Nembutol, a barbituate 
in smaller yellow and white 
capsules. 
—Bennies 
are 
Benzedrene 
Amphetemine, a pill frequently 
used (illegally) by truck drivers 
to stay awake. 
—Speed, the most dangerous j 
of the amphetemines, is Ambar 
Methamphetemine or Desoxyn 
Methamphetemine. 


THEN, TOO, there are Red 
Devils, Ups, Downs, and the 
greens of Librium tranquilizers. 
Speed is a friendly-looking or­ 
ange tablet, resembling sugar- 
coated candy. According to Dr. 
Donald Fox, chief pathologist at 
St. Alexius Hospital, overdoses 
cause hallucinations, paranoid 
thinking, 
suicidal 
tendencies 
and a variety of psychoses. 


The world of pills, popularized 
through the publication of the 
novel, “Valley of the Dolls,” 
and several popular songs, can 
be real help for a patient hav- 
i n g 
hypertension 
or 
being 
chronically depressed. 


“I DON’T really understand 
why people would use hab i­ 
tuates to get high,” Dr. Fox 
said. “They’re usually used as a 
calmative or sleeping pill.” 
Most of them, he said, not 
only cause sleep but depress 


respiration, 
and 
an 
overdose 
can depress breathing rates to 
the point where it simply stops 
and the user dies. 
Barbituates are favored 
by 
those desiring to commit sui­ 
cide; depending on the physical 
makeup of the patient and the 
potency of the pills, 15 to 30 will 
do the trick. 
S o d i u m Phenobarbital, So­ 
dium Nembutol and Sodium Se­ 
conal are 
favored 
by 
heroin 
users to increase the kick and 
by alcoholics desiring 
to 
rid 
themselves of shaky hands and 
fingers resulting from chronic 
heavy drinking. 


DR. FOX added that when 
amphetemines and barbituates 
are combined, they produce an 
elevation of mood that has not 
yet been understood by medical 
science. 
“A person using barbituates 
acts doped up,” Dr. Fox said. 
“He speaks as though he were 
partially intoxicated, has a poor 
memory, is inattentive, dizzy, 
unable to walk properly 'and 
might complain of double vi­ 
sion.” 
Available barbituates include 
Phenobarbital, Amytal, Sodium 
Amytal, Ambar No. 2, Amytal 
Amobarbital, Sodium Butabar- 


bital, Sodium Phenobarbital, So­ 


dium Nembutal, Tuinal, Sodium 
Butisol and Sodium Seconal.

AMONG THE effects of the 
drug is causing mental alert­ 
ness, but also reducing hunger.

Sudden 
changes in behavior, personality 
or ability to sleep might in­ 
dicate use.

For the first time in its his­ 
tory, 
the 
Bloomingdale 
Fire 
Protection District has a full­ 
time fireman on daytime duty. 
Fire Chief Lawrence H. Coehn 
gave up his job as a carpenter 
and is now standing watch at 
the fire station from 8 a.m. to 5 
p.m. Monday through Friday. 
Since the first of the year, 
Coehn has been handling the 
maintenance work 
and 
other 
duties which were once done on 
weekends and nights by fire­ 
men. 


“THE WORK BECAME more 
than a man with another job 
could handle,” he said, “so the 
fire 
district trustees 
decided 
they could afford to have one 
man work day duty.” 
Coehn now gets a salary and 
the 15 other volunteer firemen 
receive $4 for the first hour and 
$3 for every hour after that for 
answering calls. 
“The district is experiencing 


a manpower problem in that not, 
enough of the men are available I 
during the day,” he said. 
“UNFORTUNATELY, 
many 
of the men have jobs elsewhere 
than in the village. A few men 
are local farmers, 
one 
is 
a 
Roselle 
policeman 
and 
one 
works 
in 
a 
local 
hardware 
store, but they are not always 
available.” 
The fire 
district covers 25 
square miles in an area bound­ 
ed on the south by Illinois 64, 
east by Illinois 53, north by Fos-1 
ter Avenue and west by ap­ 
proximately Gary Avenue.

He said reactions to the pro­ 


posal have been “many 
and 
varied.” 
Much of the unfavorable re­

Smith said, is the result of the 
unexpected initiation of a pro­ 
posal after the Junior College 
Board had recommended an ap­ 
propriation “based on flat grant 
only.” 
Colleges, therefore, “have ex­ 
pressed concern that a formula

The board executive secretary 
said several colleges oppose the 
suggested formula because they 
have been anticipating legisla­ 
tion increasing the flat grant 
from $11.50 per semester hour 
to $15.50, “and now see the 
strong possibility that the state 
apportionment may be less than 
$15.50 if the proposed formula 
or one similar to it is adopted.”

The Inaugural: Got Your Invitation?

WASHINGTON

Richard

Nixon 
will 
become the 37th president of 
the United States Jan. 20 at the 
climax 
of 
three 
days 
of 
inaugural festivities combining 
the best and worst features of a 
coronation, 
a 
circus 
and 
a 
political victory celebration. 
Nixon’s inaugural will be the 
most expensive in U.S. history, 
with an estimated cost of $2.5 
million. By comparison, Lyndon 
B. Johnson’s inaugural in 1965 
cost $2.1 million, and John F. 
Kennedy’s in 
1961 
cost SI.6 
million. 
Only $400,000 of the inaugur­ 
al’s cost will coma out of the 
taxpayers’ pockets. That is the 
sum appropriated by Congress j 
for 
the 
official 
swearing-in 
ceremony on the steps of tho 
capitol, at which Nixon will take 
the 35-word oath prescribed by 


Article II of the U.S. Constitu­ 
tion: 
“I do solemnly swear that I 
will faithfully execute the office 
of 
President 
of 
the 
United 
States and will, to the best of 
my ability, preserve, protect 
and defend the Constitution of 
the United States.” 


The remaining $2.1 million 
will be spent by the inaugural 
committee, 
a 
private 
group 
headed by innkeeper J. Willard 
Marriott, on such traditional 
trimmings 
as 
the inaugural 
gala, the inaugural concert, the 
inaugural 
parade, and 
the 
inaugural ball. The committee 
hopes to recoup this outlay from 
admission 
charges to 
these 
events and from the sale of 
official souvenirs. 


Not 
included 
in the

million price tag are the hefty 
sums that individuals will spend 


on hotel rooms, meals, enter­ 
tainment, 
transportation, 
new 
clothes and hairdos. No great 
extravagance would be required 
for an out-of-town couple to pay

there.” 
More than 20,000 faithful and 
presumably 
affluent 
Republi­ 
cans from every state in the 
union already have booked hotel 
rooms, and the housing commit­ 
tee reports that some rooms are 
still available for latecomers. 


Hotels are refusing to accept 
reservations 
for

period 
shorter than three days (four 
hostelries). Some are adhering 
to a public pledge to hold the 
line on room rates but others 
have quietly jacked up their 
charges from IO to 25 per cent 
above normal.

mailed to about 200,000 persons, 
are intended purely as souve­ 
nirs. These menu-sized invita­ 
tions—expensively 
printed

you into anything except the 
city of Washington, for which no 
passport is required. 


To attend any of the major 
events, inaugural visitors will 
need special invitations, usually 
free, or tickets costing from $4 
to $100, depending on the event 
and the location of the seat. 


On the free list, but very hard 
to come by, are invitations to 
the official swearing-in ceremo­ 
ny on the capitol steps, which 
will get underway at 11:30 arn. 
EST Monday, Jan. 20, and last 
for about one hour. This is the 
event at which Nixon and vice 
president-elect Spiro T. Agnew 


will take their oaths, and Nixon 
will

Temporary stands erected in 
the capitol plaza will provide 
seats for about 18,000 invited 
guests.

Go Easy on State Aid Formula: Educator 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Some col­ 
leges are concerned that a new 
formula for the distribution of 
state aid may be developed too 
hastily, Gerald W. Smith, exec­ 
utive secretary of the Illinois 
Junior College Board said Fri­ 
day. 
A proposal to amend the jun­ 
ior college act formula to in­ 
clude flat grant and equaliza­ 
tion factors has been under 
study since mid - November, he 
smd at the board meeting in 
Chicago. 
“A proposal drafted by the 
Junior College Board staff has 
been the subject of review by 
the staffs of the Board of High­ 
er Education and the Illinois 
Junior College Board, and rep­ 
resentatives of the junior col-1 
leges.” Smith said. 
“It was d i s c u s s e d at our 
board meeting in December, and 
reactions to the proposal are 
many and varied.” 
Smith said much of the un­ 
favorable response from junior 
colleges is the result of the un-1 
expected initiation of a proposal 
“after the Junior College Board 
had recommended an appropri­ 
ation based on flat grant only.” 
“Therefore,” Smith said, “col­ 
leges have 
expressed 
concern I 


that a formula may be devel­ 
oped too hastily.” 
He said a number of colleges 
oppose the suggested formula

support industries and research fa­ 
cilities. 
Growih means problems, how­ 
ever, and the impact of these is 
already being felt in North Du­ 
Page — new' and expanded roads, 
schools, parks, shopping centers, 
garbage pickup, sewers and water 
supply, flood control, police and 
fire protection. Government at all 
levels must plan and prepare for 
these present needs as well as for 
the years of growth and devel­ 
opment to come. 


The alternative is too 
dan­ 
gerous to even contemplate: the 
stumbling, 
fumbling, 
mixed-up 
mess that could result if this rapid 
expansion is carried out in a 
sprawiing, 
space-consuming, 
un­ 
planned and uneconomic way. En­ 
lightened leadership and informed 
initiative are imperative if this 
new development is to be guided in 
the proper direction. 
Inevitably, 
the byproduct of 
growth is change — a transition 
process both difficult and demand­ 
ing 
as 
semi-rural 
countryside 
erupts 
into 
bustling 
suburban 
cities. 
Citizen and civic leader alike 
must be conditioned to accept such 
change and to absorb its new re­ 
sponsibilities arising from a new 
style of politics, economics, and 
community living. 
There are encouraging signs in 
local government: increasing em­ 
phasis on inter and intra-commu­ 
nity planning and coordination; 
greater professionalism in munici­ 
pal personnel policies and oper­ 
ational practices; annexation and 
pre-annexation agreements which 
c l e a r l y anticipate approaching 
problems; and the stronger posi­ 
tion of local governing bodies ex­ 
erting new* initiative and indepen­ 
dence with state and county gov­ 
ernment. 
Regardless of how inspired or 
w’ell-intentioned, however, respon­ 
sive municipal leadership is only 
half the battle for DuPage County. 
Unilateral local effort and action is 
meaningless without comparable 
contributions from county govern­ 
ment. 
The future character and devel­ 
opment of North DuPage may well 
be determined in Wheaton by the 
breadth of understanding, depth of 
leadership and decisiveness of ac­ 
tion provided by county govern­ 
ment.

Charm of Nepal 
Is Curious Blend

The moment which marks the end of 
one year and the start of another holds 
the essence of the past and of the future. 
Ifs a fleeting moment, while 
the 
clock strokes midnight, on New \ ear s 
Eve. 
But this quality of being on the brink 
of time can be experienced at leisure 
and in depth in some other parts of the 
world where our kind of New Year’s cel­ 
ebration is unknown. 
Such a place is Nepal, a tiny kingdom 
tucked between India and Tibet, one of 
our most exciting stops 
on an exciting trip to 
Asia. 
To visit Nepal is 
like stepping into 
a 
time machine and go­ 
ing back — how far 
back is hard to say, for 
Nepal, opened to the 
world only a few years 
ago after centuries of 
almost complete isolation, has a timeless 
quality that defies pegging on the calen­ 
dar.

Behind the Wheel

LONDON— To say that my first en­ 
counter with driving in England was a 
memorable experience is to make one of 
the classic understatements of all time. 
Coming fresh from the land of large, 
gleaming American 
automobiles, 
the 
land of seemingly limitless expressways 
and modern highways and, for the most 
part, comfortably wide city streets to 
this country where an American car 
looks like a behemoth and eight and 10- 
foot-wide roads and streets are not un­ 
common — making this transition was 
an excruciating strain on my nervous 
system and credulity. 
In my first article for Paddock Publi­ 
cations, I described the shock I experi­ 
enced at observing “left-handed” driving 
for the first time. That surprise, how­ 
ever, retreated into a forgotten corner of 
my mind when I first got behind the 
wheel of a five-foot-wide, 1956 Austin, 
complete with right-hand drive, left- 
hand, four-speed column gearshift, and a 
set of incredibly narrow and twisted 
roadways and streets. 
In the U.S. I had been accustomed to 
driving a standard transmission car; so 
shifting gears was not a problem. Or, 
more correctly, it shouldn’t have been. 
But it was. 
All of the shifting movements and 
typical reactions which had become in­ 
grained in me through thousands of 
miles spent driving in the U.S. in and 
around Chicago, St. Louis, Dallas and 
other large cities had to be forgotten, 
and I had to learn a new set of move­ 
ments. The clutch was still positioned 
to the left of the brake pedal, but there 
the similarity between my newly-ac­ 
quired English car and the ones I had 
driven in the U.S. ended. Now I had to 
shift gears with my left hand. 
(First gear was away from me and 
up; second away and down. Third gear 
was toward me and up, and fourth gear 
was toward me and down. To obtain re­ 
verse, I had to pull the gearshift nob out 
away from the steering column and push 
it way, way down.) 
^ 
The signal indicator was on the right 
of the steering column, and even after 
four months of driving this “backward” 
car, in moments of crisis, I still find my­ 
self trying to shift gears with the signal 
indicator lever. Likewise in those mo­ 
ments, I have methodically put the car 
into third gear when I meant to put it in 
reverse, 
using 
the 
same 
movement 
which I would have used in a stateside 
car. 
But I wasn’t the only one confused 
with the driving situation. 
The English drivers who drove behind 
me for the first SO to IOO miles must 
have held their breath or cringed as my 
car and I wavered uncertainly from side 
to side of the former cow paths which 
have been made into roads in East Ang­ 
lia, the least developed and primarily 
rural area of England, approximately 80 
miles northeast of London. 
Not only did I have to remember 
consciously where the proper gears 
were and try to keep the car on the 
side of the road, but I also had to force 
myself to think about making the cor­ 
rect turning signals. In the states I 
had pushed the signal indicator down 
for a left turn; now I had to push it up 
and just the opposite for a right turn. 
My distance judgment, from my van­ 
tage point on the right side of the car, 
after a lifetime spent steering from the 
left side of the vehicle, posed a serious 
hazard to the lives of numerous pedestri­ 
ans and bicycle riders who infested the 
roads and streets in droves, always, 
seemingly, concentrated in the area 
through which necessity dictated I must 
herd my unwilling vehicle. 
At first I constantly bumped into or 
ran over the curb (in those areas fortu-

nate enough to have a curb), but more 
often I sent the defenseless left front 
fender burrowing through the brush and 
shrubbery which grew out completely to 
the roadway, without the benefit of dit­ 
ches or cleared shoulder. 
By an almost superhuman concentra­ 
tion, aided by timely comments from my 
wife, I have largely overcome this prob­ 
lem, but I won’t soon forget the stream 
of invective I provoked in one middle- 
aged cyclist on one of my first driving 
journeys on an English backroad when 
the left front fender of my car brushed 
against him slightly as I passed. 
My automotive education was ra­ 
pidly enriched as I discovered new and 
different things about my own car and 
about the English driving system and 
road signs. I learned that my little car 
had a hydraulic clutch when the main 
cylinder went out as I was driving to 
work one morning. In fairly rapid suc­ 
cession I learned how to use the man­ 
ual choke, the crank (or “handle” to 
use the British term), how to use an 
English jack and where to find my 
spare tire or “tyre.” 
The choke and crank I was forced to 
use, after some careful coaching from 
my next door neighbor, an English me­ 
chanic, when my second-hand car re­ 
fused to start because of a dead battery 
the first morning after I brought it 
home. Recalling the tales my father 
used to tell about the days of the Model 
A and T, I acquired my own initiation 
into the world of “cranking” cars. 
My first flat (“puncture” ) taught me 
how to use the English jack, a threaded 
rod braced on two sides to form a 
triangle. I inserted a short rod from the 
side of the jack into a slot in the side of 
the car just below the front door and by 
winding the apparatus with the crank 
raised the whole side of the car rather 
than raising one corner. 
Finding and removing my spare was 
accomplished by using the crank to low­ 
er the pan beneath the trunk or “boot.” 
The crank also served as a lug wrench 
or “spanner.” 
My first visit to an English service 
station, “garage,” multiplied my English 
automotive vocabulary. I learned that 
filling a radiator here is “topping it off.” 
Gas is “petrol.” A windshield is a 
“windscreen,” and fenders are either 
“wings” or “mudguards.” The hood is 
the “bonnet,” and batteries don’t go 


dead; 
they go “flat.” There is no 
“ground” cable on the battery; instead 
the cable connects to “earth.” Gener­ 
ators are “dynamos,” and I was in­ 
formed that a parking lot is a “car 
park,” while a divided highway is a 
“dual carriageway.” 
That first trip, and successive ones, 
was expensive because regular gas 
costs about five shillings, seven pence 
or 67 cents an imperial gallon (five 
U.S. quarts), and good motor oil is at 
least seven shillings (84 cents) a quart. 
At these prices it is fortunate that 
most English cars are four-cylinder 
and easily average 30 or more miles 
per gallon. 
Prior to learning about the cost of 
gasoline and oil I had discovered that 
there are several other unavoidable ex­ 
penses in putting an automobile on the 
road in England. First is the annual 
road tax of 25 pounds. ($69). Then there 
are license plates which cost about $5, 
but this is a one-time expense. The same 
set of plates Remains with the car until it 
ends in a junkyard. Auto insurance here, 
as in the states, can be an expensive 
item, especially since British law re­ 
quires that each driver have unlimited 
liability coverage. And another item of 
expense is preparing a car to pass the 
rigid annual safety inspections required 
by the Ministry of Transportation. 
Two items which are not expensive 
but which may add up to the best shill­ 
ing (12 cents) an American can spend in 
Great Britain are the British Highway 
Guide and a guide to British road signs. 
I discovered this fact only after making 
a near disastrous trip to Ipswich, popu­ 
lation 120,000, without knowing the sym­ 
bol for a one-way street from the one 
which prohibits parking. 


It was on that same eventful, per­ 
spiration-producing trip that I learned 
that you NEVER enter a strange Eng­ 
lish town without having a map of that 
town in your possession. I had been told 
this, but I decided to take my chances 
and in consequence spoke to an unnum­ 
bered quantity of British policemen, bob­ 
bies, in effort to find my way around. I 
had been told that I had to go to Ipswich 
before I could buy a map of the town, 
but when there, I couldn’t find the place 
to buy the map. 


In Ipswich I received my introduction 
to that most confusing of driving ob­ 
stacles, the English roundabout. 
Viewed from the air, the simple roun­ 
dabout looks like the hub of a wagon 
wheel with spokes (roads) protruding in 
at least four directions. 
Viewed from the ground, more specif­ 
ically, from the driver’s seat of a car, 
the 
roundabout 
with 
multiplied 
en­ 
trances, exits and lanes is the most im­ 
possible driving challenge I’ve faced on 
either side of the Atlantic. 
One reason for the difficulty is that 
there is no law concerning who has the 
right of way at a roundabout. Sup­ 
posedly, cars already in the rounda­ 
bout or ones to your right as you enter 
the circle, have the right of way, but 
there is no legal basis for this. And the 
race by drivers trying to be “first” 
into the convoluted wheel can produce 
catastrophic results. 
From becoming acquainted with my 
little right-hand drive car, to watching 
the English drink their afternoon tea in 
their cars beside the road, to struggling 
with roundabouts and trying to translate 
what the service station attendant is 
really saying about my car, to reading 
multi-armed miniature road signs by the 
glimmer of headlights in a dense blanket 
of English fog and trying to keep my car 
properly headed down the road in the 
midst of a cloud burst — driving in Eng­ 
land combines experiences which are 
completely unpredictable and unforget­ 
table. 


a period of a hundred years, boasted 
our guide from the National Tourist 
Office. 
Results of the effort so far are 
unobtrusive, and it was easy for us to 
visualize life as it was from the 14th to 
the 17th century, the era when Nepalese 
culture peaked. 
Nepal is relatively new to the tourist 
itinerary, and although there are enough 
modern facilities to make a stay there 
comfortable, they don’t overshadow the 
ancient buildings, temples with pagoda* 
and palaces with intricate and 
ex 
quisitely carved doorways and lattice'’ 
windows of wood. 
Buddha was born in Nepal, and so 
was the pagoda. “We used to have heaw 
snows here,” our guide said. He couldn’t 
account for the change in climate. Th' 
air is crisp, but semi-tropical plant' 
thrive. 
Pagodas, though, were designed to 
withstand the weight of the snows of yes 
teryear. 
Temples are everywhere. Some ar* 
great complexes of buildings; others ar* 
diminutive shrines. 
We wandered through one tempi* 
as the monks 
were chanting their 
prayers, but another temple is so holy 
that we could only gaze on it from 
across a river. It features a golden 
bull, and we treaded narrow winding 
byways to a vantage point where we 
could peek at the twice lifesize gleam­ 
ing statue. 
The high Himalayas tower over ti" 
country. As we flew in, we thought wr 
saw billowing cumulus clouds. It wa* 
with awe that we realized we were end* 
ing along below the peaks of the “roof of 
the world” 
Nepal was full of thrills, one of tty* 
greatest being sunrise on those stu­ 
pendous peaks, as white-robed Nepalese 
played folk music on their hand carved 
sitars. 
Rice terraces on the mountain sides 
resemble giant steps. It was harve*1 
time, and porters carrying the sheaves 
on their backs resembled moving straw 
stacks. 
Along 
the 
wayside, 
in 
th* 
squares, wherever there was a bit of 
open space, the grain was spread on ric° 
straw mats and flailed by barefoot men 
and women, then left to dry in the in 
tense sunshine. 
The population of Nepal is only in 
million, but everywhere in the citie* 
were the little naked brown childre" 
Their parents were heavily garbed, in 
the unwieldy, to our way of thinking, na­ 
tional dress. Yards and yards of mate­ 
rial is wrapped round and round in bun­ 
ches. On close inspection, those bunches 
seem to have a purpose, or rather, many 
purposes. 
They form pouches in which to tuck 
a baby or a young goat or carry a jug 
of water and food for the noonday 
meal; 
they 
form 
padding 
against 
which to brace the straps of a heavy 
load carried on the back. 
There is no television in Kathmandu, 
the capital city, sheltered by mountains. 
There are few cars, and these are an 
dent models. Unforgettable is a wile 
ride at night in one of the taxis painter 
with tiger stripes and with a tiger hear 
drawn on the hood. We raced through 
the dark narrow streets, dodging people 
cows, goats, dogs. 
It was during the festival of lights 
and in front of the darkened houses (few 
have electricity and candles and lamps 
don’t cast their beams very far) waf 
placed a tiny clay dish of burning oil, i 
ceremony unchanged through the ages. 
Homes, stores, temples, all were fes 
tooned 
with 
garlands 
of 
marigolds 
which grow wild and six to eight feet tai 
in the countryside. 
It takes hard work to eke out a liv­ 
ing, but the Nepalese appeared to be a 
happy race, unaware that they are de­ 
prived of cars and television and elec­ 
tricity. 
But they are on the brink of these 
modernities. 
It would be interesting to revisit 
Kathmandu in, say, IO years. 
After another decade of tourism, ol 
building new hotels to American specifi­ 
cations so tourists won’t- know they’ve 
left the United States, of trying to meet 
the demands of Westerners, will it all 
change? Will the serenity of the past be 
lost in the dynamism of progress? 
Perhaps. 
But 
perhaps 
the

little

from

ernization and preserve 
the 
curious 
blending of past and present which gives 
Nepal its peculiar charm.

The Peacock Revolution

Brunches are popular meals 
for entertaining and it’s good 
to have some unusual menu 
items to avoid monotony. Two 
favorites 
we’ve 
served 
are 
baked bananas with orange 
sauce and Charlottetown potato 
pancakes, and interesting Ca­ 
nadian recipe. 


T h e m a i n course was 
creamed chipped 
beef 
with 
sliced hard-cooked eggs and as 
a sweet, babarum, both orf 
which have been described in 
previous columns. 
For the banana dish, first 
prepare the orange sauce this 
way. Cook the peeling of an or­ 
ange, shredded, in two cups of 
bouillon for five minutes in a 
sauce pan. In a small skillet 
melt 1/4 cup butter and stir in 
1/4 cup flour, 
blending 
and 
browning lightly. 
Add to the bouillon and or­ 
ange peel and gently stirring 


until sauce is smooth. Add one 
cup fresh orange 
juice, 
the 
pulp of two oranges, 
after 
seeds and membranes are re­ 
moved, and two tablespoons of 
sweet sherry. Cook until well 
blended and reserve.
